000 to aid Greece and Turkey. 
HE President’s message faces 
facts and so must Congress. 
The independence of Greece 

and Turkey must be preserved, 
not only for their own sakes but 
also in defense of peace and se- 

curity for all of us. In such a 
critical moment the President's 
hands must be upheld. Any other 
course could be dangerously mis- 
understood. But Congress must 
carefully determine the methods 
and explore the details in so mo- 
mentous a departure from our pre- 
vious policies. 

The immediate problem may be 
treated by itself. But it is vitally 
important also to frankly weigh it 
for the future. We are at odds 
with communism on many fronts. 
We should evolve a total policy. It 
must clearly avoid imperialism. It 
must primarily consult American 
welfare. It must keep faith with 
the pledges to the charter of the 
United Nations which we all have 
taken, ‘ 

We should proceed as far as 
possible within the United Na- 
tions. But that is not practical 
at the immediate moment because 
U.N, has no relief funds; and it 
has not yet concluded agreements 
with member nations for military 
support. We should immediately 
insist in the Security Council that 
these later plans be consummated. 
We should also seek immediate re- 
port from the United Nations com- 
mission investigating alleged ex- 
ternal invasions of Greek sover- 
eignty. 

The plain truth is that Soviet- 
American relationships are at 
the core of the whole problem, 
Every effort should be made to 
terminate these controversies. 
This effort must occur in plain 
understanding of basic principles 
which we shall not surrender. 

I repeat my own belief that it 
ought to be possible for Moscow 

and Washington to “live and let 

live” since neither wants any- 
thing like war. Yet we find our- 
selves in constant disagreement 
respecting our mutually pledged 
objectives, There should be frank 
consultations between us—with 
all the cards face up on the table 

—in final search for mutual un- 
derstanding. Now, if ever, we 
must say what we mean and 
mean what we say. Our per- 
sistent offer of an anti-Nazi al- 
Hande clearly proves our own 
good faith. 

We cannot fail to back up the 
President at such an hour—even 
though many critical details re- 
main to be settled in consultation 
with Congress. 

Meanwhile, we must review our

JEFFERSON CITY, March 13— 
A new building and repair pro- 
gram of $5,620,000 for the state 
eleemosynary hospitals, and meas- 
ures to modernize the antiquated 
system of state care of mental pa- 
tients, were recommended to the 
Legislature today by the Special 
House Committee on Eleemosy- 
nary Institutions. 

Immediate action was urged to 
remedy serious overcrowding of 
the seven hospitals, place more 
emphasis on cure of mental pa- 
tients rather than custodial care, 
provide more adequate appropria- 
tions, improve administration and 
equipment, and correct inadequate 
staff and salary conditions. 

The committee, after more than 
a month of hearings and investi- 
gation, conceded that it had been 
unable to make a thorough study, 
in the time available, of the com- 
plicated problems of commitment, 
care and treatment of mental and 
tubercular patients. 

Complete Survey Favored. 

To provide the Legislature with 
facts for a long-range program be- 
yond the immediate measures 
recommended, the committee 
urged that a complete survey be 
made by the Committee on Legis- 
lative Research, and a report sub- 
mitted to the Legislature by Nov. 
1. 1948. 

The Special House Committee 
was created after Gov. Donnelly, 


in his message last January, rec-|. 


ommended an inquiry into the op- 
eration, management and needs of 
the hospitals. 

“All of the hospitals are short 
of personnel, especially doctors, 
nurses and technical staff,” the 
report said. “There is not a sin- 
gle occupational therapist in any 

the six mental hospitals. There. 

re no trained dieticians in any of 
the mental hospitals. All of the 
hospitals are short of attendants.” 

The report pointed out that 
while the law requires one staff 
physician for each 150 patients in 
the mental hospitals, the ratio in 
the various institutions ranged 
from 401 patients to 850 for each 
physician.

Police, handicapped because no 
witnesses of the shooting have 
been found, questioned a former 
chief guard of the strike-bound 
railroad who was discharged from 
the railroad last May. He was one 
of four guards acquitted of man- 
slaughter in connection with a 
clash between train guards and 
union pickets at Gridley, III., in 
February 1946. Two strikers were 
killed and three others wounded.

A recommendation that Pine 
street, which has been a one-way 
thoroughfare for west-bound traf - 


fie since last fall, be made a two- 
way street again was voted today 
by the Mayor’s Traffic Committee 
followigg a public hearing. The 
recommendation will be sent to 
the Board of Aldermen. 

A bill is pending in the board 
to make the street a two-way 
thoroughfare. It was introduced 
by Alderman Jasper C. Caston, 
Negro of the Sixth Ward, at the 
request of Pine street merchants 
who told the committee they lost 
considerable business during the 
Christmas buying period, because 
streetcars did not pass their places 
of business, 

David R., Calhoun, chairman of 
the committee, said at the open 
hearing in City Hall that he was 
opposed to making Pine a two- 
way street again, but he conceded 
that the merchants had made a 
good case against one-way traffic. 
He said, “It appears to be a case 
of the tail wagging the dog.” 

Police Capt. Raymond Dowling, 
head of the traffic dicision of the 
Police Department, said making 
Pine a two-way’ street would 
“again snarl traffic in the down- 
town section.” He added, “there 
will be bottlenecks at each rush 
hour at Fifteenth street.” 

Representatives of the St. Louis 
Truck Owners’ Association and 
the Association of -Long-distance 
Haulers testified thev found the 
one-way regulations desirable be- 
cause they could load and unload 
more easily. West-bound street- 
car traffic on the street, they said, 
did not hinder their operations. 

Committee members discussed 
a survey made by the Public 
Service Co. at the request of the 
committee, follawing the last 
hearing at which merchants 
raised their objections to the one- 
way regulation.

Mr. Churchill is survived by two 1 


sons, Creighton Churchill, who was 
collaborating with him on a book, 
and John Churchill, a Washington 
architect, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Allan Butler of Boston. His wife, 
formerly Miss Mabel Harlakenden 
Hall of St. Louis, died at Cornish 
in May, 1945. His body will be 
taken to New Hampshire for 
burial. 

Mr. Churchill’s best known liter- 
ary work was done in his early 
life, “Richard Carvel” having been 
written in his twenty-eighth year, 
and “The Crisis” two years later. 
“Richard Carvel’ was a story of 
Annapolis in pre-Revolutionary 
days, and was the most popular 
book of its period, “The Crisis,” 
with its scene laid in St. Louis 
before and after the outbreak of 
war in 1861, was loosely linked to 
the previous novel by the figure 
of Col. Carvel, descended from the 
hero of the earlier book, and his 
daughter Virginia, Southern belle 
who married a Yankee youth. 

Much of the work of composi- 
tion on “The Crisis” was done by 
Mr. Churchill in an office in the 
Security building at Fourth and 
Locust streets, St. Louis. Abraham 
Lincoln, Generals Grant and Sher- 
man figured in the story. Other 
characters were the philanthropic 
“Mr. Brinsmade,” generally taken 
to portray James E. Yeatman; arid 
“Karl Richter,” German: volunteer 
Union soldier, known to have been 
suggested by the early life of Maj.

FRANKFURT, ‘Germany, March 
13 (AP)—Gen. Joseph T. McNar- 
ney declared today that after two 
years of military occupation “the 
major tasks are only begun” in 
Germany and cannot be completed 
without four-power agreement on 

unification of the country. 

In his final report as military 
governor of the American occupa- 
tion zone, McNarney emphasized 
that one of the chief remaining 
tasks was to “re-educate the Ger- 
Man people to cause them to de- 
sire to live and govern themselves 
by democratic principles.” Another 
task, he said, was to “establish a 
peaceful and stable German econ- 
omy which will allow the German 
People to exist free of the con- 
stant fear of hunger and cold now 
prevalent.”

McNarney asserted, “but the re-

In an oval at the right is a 
portrait of Mr. Pulitzer, taken 
from the famous painting by John 
Singer Sargent. To the left is an 
engraving of the Statue of Liberty 
in New York harbor. Across the 
statue are the words: “Our Re- 
public and its press will rise or

The design for the stamp was

WASHINGTON, March 13.(AP) 

RESIDENT TRUMAN'S newly 

P enunciated foreign policy con- 
fronted the United States today 
with the problem of deciding 
8 whether to continue to re- 
ucing its armed strength. 

The address to Congress carried 
no implication that an armed 
clash is expected or contemplat- 
ed. However, the armed forces 
are maintained for the support of 
foreign policy in time of peace. 

At the War and Navy Depart- 
ments no one was prepared to say 
immediately what impact any new 
foreign commitments might have 
on the planned size of the armed 
services. It was pointed out, 
nevertheless, that a critical time 
element is involved in at least two 
phases of this general question: 

1. Should the planned average 
strength for the year beginning 

next July I of. 1,070,000 for the 
Army and 571,000 for the Navy 
be carried out or should the 
rate of reduction be checked to 
stabilize the armed services at 
a higher manpower figure? 

2. In this case, will Congress 
and the White House proceed 
with Truman’s recommendation 
of March 3 that selective serv- 
ice be not renewed upon its ex- 
piration date of March 31? 

Mediterranean Situation, 

The nation’s military forces are 
of definitely modest proportions 
in the area where the new foreign 
policy focuses most sharply, the 
Mediterranean. The situation in 
that area seems to be this: 

Naval Forces—Three light cruis- 
ers, the Dayton, Portsmouth and 
Providence, and six destroyers. 
Under the rotation plan, a carrier 
normally would be on station in 
the Mediterranean, but all such 
craft in a tive service now are in 
the western Atlantic, most of them 
on maneuvers in the Caribbean 
area. 

Army Ground Forces—The near- 
est organized military force 
(strength unstated), is Headquar- 
ters Force of the Mediterranean 
Theater of Operations at Rome. 
Some troops also are on occupa- 
tion duty in the Trieste area, at 
the head of the Adriatic.

It is well for us all to remem- 
ber what happened after World 
War I. Germany's responsibility 
for the war was soon forgotten. 
Expert propaganda, not only by 
the Germans but by their friends 
in many countries, succeeded with- 


in a very short time in creating 
the impression that the terms o 
the peace did a very great injus- 
tice to the Reich and imposed a 
burden that it was humanly im- 
possible for the Germans to under- 
take. Germany, it was said, would 
become impoverished; the German 
masses would become discon- 
tented to a degree that might 
bring collapse of the country; 
and much more to the same effect. 

Under the pvressuré of this prop- 
aganda, the thoughts of Germany's 
responsibilitv for the recently con- 
cluded war receded farther and 
farther from the consciousness of 
mankind. and concurrently more 
and more foreign capital flowed 
into the defeated nation to the 
accompaniment of arguments that 
this was a humane measure to 
enable it to recover and meet the 
needs of its people. As it hap- 
pened, let us not forget, the amount 
Germany thus received in foreign 
loans exceeded the sums she paid 
out in reparations. 

What resulted? The birth and 
development of Nazism and the 
eventual triumph of Hitler, the 
growing volume of propaganda 
against the Soviet Union, propa- 
ganda that skillfully and persist- 
ently played on the theme that any 
co-operation between the U.S.S.R. 
and the western democracies was 
foolhardy and impossible. 

The result of this propaganda 
on the democracies was to lead 
them eventually to Munich and

This experience, may I repeat, 
should be sufficient as a warning 
to us without reference to the 
nightmare of slaughter and horror 
in which Nazidom conducted 
World War II. This horror was an 
integral part of the war technique 
by which the Nazis intended to 
capture the world, and this me 
thodical organization of the most 
inhuman of crimes would have 
spared no one had the Nazi plot 
for world conquest succeeded. 

Through their collective will and 
action, the democratic nations of 
the world today must, insofar as it 
lies in any way within their power, 
make it impossible in the foresee- 
able future for the Germans to 
launch still a third attack against 
civilization and mankind. It will 
take the entire collective strength 
of the democratic world to do this, 
and it can only be accomplished 
if, in the first instance, the United 
States, the U.S.S.R. and Great 
Britain, whose joint might -and 
determination won the war, are 
agreed that it must be done. This 
is the meaning of Potsdam, and 
this is the policy which we expect 


to prevail in the drafting of a. 
peace treaty with Germany.

Fleishman certainly has taken undue 
liberties upon himself to act as spokes- 
man for St. Louis Jewry and perhaps 
for Jews throughout the country, 

There are thousands of Jews in the 
United States who definitely understand 
the importance of the resistance move- 
ment now being conducted in Palestine. 
They do not have to be told by Mr. 
Fieishman to “dissociate themselves” 
frem this movement or any other cause 
to which they might wish to contribute. 

It was perfectly in order for the Pales- 
tine Resistance Committee to print the 
advertisement asking for contributions. 
Fer Mr. Fleishman's information, the 
Palestine Resistance Committee does ex- 
ist; perhaps not locally in the form of 
an official organization, but it does have 
many supporters who are just as well 
inférmed as Mr. Fieishman — perhaps 
better—of the perilous plight of the Jews 
and “Yishuv” in the Holy Land. 

It seems that Mr. Fleishman is wor- 
ried about the 1947 campaign of the 
United Jewish Appeal to raise $170,-

We can continue to 
pour out millions of dollars to aid suf- 
fering in Europe, but in order to get to 
the core of the struggle it is necessary 
that these displaced Jews be rehabil- 
itated. Mr. Fieishman knows that these 
Jews want to go to settle in Palestine, 
and that they want to be free to live 
their lives anew. 

Na one denies that Jews are against 
terrorism, but this so-called “terrorism” 
is to counteract the terrorism and brutal 
Nazi tactics which Britain is presently 
inflicting upon the innocent Jewish pop- 
. wlation in Palestine. How else can we 

Hope to accomplish our hopes for a Jew- 
ish homeland, except, to meet force with 
force? How else any country like 
Ireland or U. S. A. gain its independence, 
except by revolt against injustices and 
brutality?

Henceforth, this country is up to its ears in 
international power politics. It will take all our 
skill and wisdom to fill the new role in the 
great American tradition. Already, embarrass- 
ments appear, since the urgency of circumstance 
has allied us with the questionable regime of 
King George Glucksberg of Greece and Dictator 
Inonu of Turkey. The issue, therefore, is not 
so simple as Mr. Truman stated it. 


* * „ 


The issue is not simply between democracy 
and Communism, because many of the govern- 
ments with which we now ally ourselves are not 
democratic. The issue is rather anti-Communism 
vs. Communism. If we are to fulfill our world 
destiny in the spirit of George Washington, Tom 
Paine, Thomas Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln and 
the other men in whom the genius of America 
burned brightly, we must seek constantly to 
make our new world power conform to our phi- 
losophy. ; 

No man can tell the outcome of the Presi- 


dent’s decision, It may be the most brilliant 
blow for world peace that has ever been struck. 


It may eventually mean actual war. But one 


thing is definitely certain, Moscow has been 
served with an ultimatum which reads: “Thus 
far and no farther.”

Radio Meets a Crisis 


The long revolt against radio has paid a divi- 
dend. Alarmed by what they frankly call a 
“crisis” because of plug-uglies and other signs 
of gross commercialism, top broadcasters pro- 
pose a self-regulatory agency to police the air 
waves. 

This action was a long time coming, It is in- 
complete. No one knows whether the perform- 
ance will meet the promise. But it is the culmi- 
nation of an ascending chorus of protest from 
an abused radio audience. 

Two years ago the Post-Dispatch began its 
campaign against newscast plug-uglies. That 
helped to touch off the rebellion. The nation’s 
press was filled with the outcry against broad- 
casting’s bad taste and nonsense. 

For a while broadcasters denied the obvious 
evils. They felt themselves to be arbiters of 
public taste, even while the public protested. 
Then radio got two jolts in short order. First 
the Federal Communications Commission issued 
its “Blue Book,” criticizing “excessive commer- 
cialism.” . 

Next, William S. Paley warned his colleagues 
to stop evading the issue. The chairman of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System said there ye 5 
no excuse for “material which is irritating, of- 
fensive or in bad taste when projected into the 
homes of America.” ae, 

The new proposal for revised program stand- 
ards and a regulatory body is radio’s answer to 
the mounting revolt. As this newspaper long 
ago suggested, broadcasters could “forestall the 
necessity for Government interventidn by their 
qwn commercial self-restraint.” 


Will they do it? The National Association of 


Broadcasters has had a code for years, and the 
way it was booted around was a marvel to be- 
hold. But today listeners are rebellious, and the 
FCC is watching. It is time for pioneers who, 
as Fortune magazine says in an artiele reprinted 
on this page, will “take a chance on highcr qual- 
ity—because they get a satisfaction from higher 
‘quality,” and because good taste also pays. 

The men who plan self-regulation promise “to 
improve radio’s service to the public.” If they 
succeed, radio has a future of unlimited possi- 
bilities.

Who's Socialistic Now? 

The real estate lobby’s influence proved 30 
strong that it was ‘necessary to shelve tempo- 
rarily the public housing bill in the Missouri 
House yesterday. The bill was attacked as un- 
American and ‘socialistic’—coolly disregarding 
the fact that Chairman Arthur A. Blumeyer of 
St. Louis Housing Authority had already blown 
Mr. Blumeyer 
showed, indeed, that if the label fits public hous- 
ing, it fits the realtors themselves equally well. 

Take the HOLC. Its principal benefit was 
to mortgage lenders, whose frozen portfolios it 
took over. (When HOLC mortgages began to re- 
cover value, the lenders almost succeeded in 
taking back the cream, leaving the skimmed * 
milk to be paid for “socialistically” by federal 
taxpayers.) Et : 

Take the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation, which secures building and loan 


depositors against loss. Take FHA, which in- 


sures mortgages. According to Charles Abrams, 
a housing expert, whose new book was reviewed 
in the Post-Dispatch Sunday, these agencies 
charge much less than an actuarial insurance 
rate. So here, too, is a huge “socialistic” sub- 
sidy to private business. : 

Take the Missouri Urban Redevelopment Cor- 
porations Act of 1946, It permits cities to give 
“socialistic tax exemptions to private housing 
operators. Take also a realtor-favored feature 
in the federal Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill, under 
which ‘municipalities and the Federal Govern- 
ment can buy and sell land at a loss to private 
developers. That’s more “socialism.” 

Mr. Blumeyer clinched it neatly: “Do the real 
estate interests desire repeal of FHA on the 
ground it is socialistic?” They do not. They 
eagerly. look for the day when FHA will s- 
cialize” their risks 95 and then 100 per cent. 

Public housing is, different only in that it 
turns a modest part of the “socialistic” subsidies 
to the benefit of slum-ridden, financially strait- 
ened cities and their low-income citizens. Is 
that wicked? Or should the real estate people 
Hog all the “socialistic” manna for themselves?

The rebellion against radio implies an attack on national taste, 
magazine says; asks Who is going to persuade industry that the

A revolt against radio is in progress, 
Faced with the recent surge of criticism, 
the directors of the radio industry have 
charged that much of the abuse is irre- 
sponsible or sensation-seeking. 

No one would deny that the radio offers 
many attractive features, from the baton 
of Toscanini to the deft raillery of Charlie 
McCarthy. But it is obviously a fact 
whatever that fact may be caused by, what- 
ever it may imply—that a very large part 
of America’s radio fare (most soap operas, 
quiz programs, audience-participation shows, 
gag-comedy acts, juke-music sessions, com- 
mercial announcements) would affect any 
person of modest discrimination somewhere 
in the range between complete indifference 
and acute illness. 

The industry likes to point out that the 
revolt is a minority action. None argued 
the thesis with more practicality, pith, and 
candor than Carroll Carroll in Variety. Ex- 
cerpts: “. . . critics of commercial radio 
lash out at the shows and stars this nation 
loves and deplore the fact that radio doesn’t 
do more to educate and uplift. They pre- 
fer to scream at what the people. quite ob- 
viously prefer... the critics of commercial 
radio are critics not of art, nor of intrinsic 
goodness, but of the national taste.

Toscanini vs. Gag Men 


“Perhaps it is culturally deplorable | that 
more people want to listen to Abbott and 


Costello than to Toscanini and 100 men. 


Nevertheless, much-maligned radio offers 
both Mr. Toscanini and the Messrs. Abbott 
and Costello. 
the time Abbott and Costello waste, much 
of the public snarls at the time Toscanini 
wastes,” 

There can be little doubt that, as Mr. 
Carroll suggests, any revolt against radio 
automatically implies a revolt against the 
national taste. All available evidence sug- 
gests that the gross national radio audience 
has a fine time with the gross national ra- 
dio product. 

If persons of some discrimination abhor 
a large part of that product, they must, ob- 
viously, extend their abhorrence to include 
the sensibilities of a great number of their 
fellow citizens. The condition of radio may 
suggest a lot about the commercialism of 
its operators—but it also suggests a lot 
about the state of American culture. Does 


that excuse radio for continuing to jam the 


air with that sticky commodity? Many 
critics of radio say no. They think it is 
no way to treat a public franchise. And 
many also think that, in the long-term 
view, the radio industry itself is losing by 
t. 


Too Satisfied and Smug 


This latter argument is emphatically 
made by young John Crosby of the New 
York Herald Tribune. “The broadcasters 
have ‘defective but reasonably accurate 
methods for measuring what the people 
prefer (not necessarily like) among those 
programs available on the air. But how 
much effort has been made to try out new 
programs which the people might infinite- 
ly prefer to anything now on the air? 

“Let’s put it another way. Suppose the 
automobile industry ran itself by polls. Let 
us suppose the auto makers in 1922 con- 
ducted a poll asking car owners if every- 
thing were all right. Were the two-wheel 


While the critics snarl at 


brakes O.K.? Was the rear axle transmis- 
sion all right? Anything the matter with 
the canvas or leather top? 


“Chances are there would have been some 
complaints against existing equipment. But 
would we now have the four-wheel brakes 
or fluid drive or turret top or any of the 
revolutionary developments in engine build- 
ing that distinguish American cars?” 


Very well, who is going to persuade the 
radio industry to act on the theory that the 
radio public might come to appreciate high- 
er-class radio? Is it the critical part of 
the public? In some cities attempts have 
been made toward program improvement 
through the formation of listeners’ pres- 
sure groups, If this seems a long way to 
uplift, one wonders if waiting for the broad- 
casters to uplift themselves isn’t longer. 


The Inconspicuous FCC 


Is it the FCC? Did not the FCC issue 
a Blue Book emphasizing radio reform? 
Will not the FCC continue to spearhead the 
revolt against radio? Aside from Commis- 
sioner Clifford J. Durr, the FCC has not 
been conspicuous for reformist thought or 
action. Furthermore, Mr. Durr, a Demo- 
crat whose term ends in 1948, may not be 
long for the FCC. 


It remains to be said that today the ra- 
dio industry has many distracting things 
on its mind besides the revolt against it- 
self. For one thing, operating costs have 
been rising rapidly. For another, the big 
networks, whose great profit source has al- 
ways been live shows, are now faced with 
the threat of transcribed headliners, Still 
another worry is labor—the inevitable Pe- 
trillé, and others. And what long-term ef- 
fects are to be expected from the growth 
of frequency-modulation broadcasting and 
television? 


An Era of Lip-Service 


Perhaps all these disturbing vistas should 
tend to make the radio industry reconsider 
the quality of the product it offers its lis- 
teners. But the reverse seems quite as 
likely to be the case. The seers of Variety 
declare: 

“The networks aren't kidding anybody; 
until now they’ve dished out public-service 
programming. . . but only so long as it 


‘did not interfere with the balance sheet. 


Of course the war years brought different 
pressures, and the conscience of the coun- 
try and the network execs was alerted to 
emergency needs. Today, with restrictions 


off, the lip-service era looks set to ride 


high and wide.” 

It looks very much as if any substantial 
improvement in the standards of Ameri- 
can radio must wait on the rise in the in- 
dustry, from within or without, of direct- 
ing personalities willing to take a chance 
on higher quality—because they get a satis- 
faction from higher quality, and because 
they have a conviction that eventually it 
will pay.

Texas Homer 


ADVENTURES OF A BALLAD HUNTER, by Joha A. 
Lomax. (The Macmillan Co. New York.) 
Among collectors of ballads, a mighty 

hunter is John A. Lomax. In this his lat- 
est book he gives, for the most part, not 
the ballads that he has found in his hunt- 
ing but the story of the hunt and the ad- 
ventures that befell the hunter. 

When Lomax was a small boy he lived 
on the Texas frontier and heard the cow 
boys passing on the trail sing in the night 
to quiet their cattle. That singing did some- 
thing to him and before he knew it he was 
writing down the songs. That was the be- 
ginning and most of his life has been given 
to collecting, writing down and recording 
the folk songs of America as sung by the 
cowboys crooning to their dogies, Negroes 
in the cotton fields, canal men and work- 
ers on the railroad, and songs at camp 
meetings, baptizings and buryings and in 

the south. 

* * 

In the course of time Lomax came to be 
recognized as the outstanding authority on 
the folk songs of America. As such he is 
honorary curator of the Archives of Amer- 
ican Folk Song of the Library of Congress, 
well deserving of that honor because he 
and his son Alan have contributed more 
than 10,000 recordings to the library, which, 
when he began that ase of his collecting 
in 1933, did not have a single recording. 

In this book Lomax offers no theories 
about ballad origins or parallels and it is 
no part of his plan to explain the various 
versions of many of the more familiar 
songs. In his hunting he took them as he 
found them, leaving to. others the study of 
their origin, mutations and development. 

die views the songs of the people, the in- 
timate poetic and musical expression of the 
unlettered, as revealing the inner life, the 
joys and sorrows of the classes and groups 
from which they have issued. The ballads 
have been and are the typical utterance of 
the white mountaineers of the Appalachi- 
ans, the cowboys of the Southwestern ranch, 
the workers in the Western mine and the 
farmhands of the Southern plantation. 

* * * 


Lomax has heretofore in his Cowboy 
Songs” given the words and music, in their 
first published form, many of which have 
survived in popular favor. Such songs as 
“The Dying Cowboy,” “Git Along Little 
Dogies,” “The Old Chisholm Trail,” “Home 
on the Range.” 

It was in San Antonio in 1908 that Lomax 


‘found “Home on the Range,” which was to 


be President Roosevelt's favorite song. It 
was sung by a Negro trail cook under the 
mesquites back of a saloon and Lomax re- 
corded it on a cylinder, from which Henry 
Leberman, a blind teacher of music in the 
Austin State School for the Blind, set down 
the music. There have been some changes 
in the tune but it remains substantially as 
Lomax recorded it. The words, too, remain 
almost the same in all current renditions. 
There are variant versions, arising from the 
oral transmission of the song since, as is 
believed, it was composed by two lonely 
Kansas claim-owners in 1873. 

John Lomax’s story is rich reading for 
ballad hunters and ballad lovers every- 
where.

No Foothold Now. 


The crucial question is how, and 
not whether, the United States 
can most wisely and effectively 
accept this new and heavy re- 
sponsibility in the Middle East.

That is to say 
we have no foothold in that re- 
gion from which American power 
can be exerted. 

The Russians do have. They 
are in the Balkans, in the Cau- 
casus, and they control the Black 
Sea. The British have had, and 
stul have though precariously, a 
foothold in Greece, Cyprus, Egypt, 
Palestine, Trans-Jordan, Iraq, at 
Malta, Suez, Aden and the Per- 
sian Gulf. 

The United States, though it has 
no foothold of its own in the 
whole region, is now challenged to 
take the primary responsibility as 
against the Soviet Union in pre- 
serving the balance of power and 
in maintaining rn law 
and order. 

The apparent way ae the United 
States to become one of the two 
— powers of the Middle Hast 
is to reinforce the British in some 
of their positions and gradually to 
replace them in other positions.

Until I do, I will not 
make any plans for a hearing or 
investigation.” 

The Yankee president claimed 
the box assigned him by Brook- 
lyn for the Yankee-Dodgers series 
in Cuba was directly behind the 
Brooks’ bench, When he had it 
changed to the Yankee side of the 
field, he insisted, he noticed the 
two gamblers in the next box. 

“Officials of the Montreal club 
and Mrs, Mulvey, who still owns 
a share of the Dodger stock, were 
my guests,” MacPhail insisted.

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The three-man board of arbi- 
tration which took over the dis- 
pute that caused a strike of near- 
ly four months at Granite City 
Steel Co., last year today ruled in 


favor of the company. It denied, 
by a 2-to-1 vote, the strikers’ claim 
that they were entitled to over- 
time rates for Saturday and Sun- 
day work performed within a 40- 
hour week. 

The board upheld the company’s 
contention that it did not have 
the “ability to pay” overtime rates 
for regular weekend work. It 
agreed with the company that any 
award made to the 175 machinists 
who were on strike would also 
have to be granted to 1700 CIO 
steel workers at a cost too great 
for the company to absorb. 

Elmer E. Hilpert, panel chair- 
man and public member, and A. 
A. Ahner, industry member, con- 
curred in the board ruling. Meyer 
Perlstein, labor member, filed a 
sharp dissent, attacking the ma- 
jority finding. 

The controversial question of 
Saturday and Sunday regular 
rates kept the big steel plant 
closed from March 16 to Aug. 12. 
It was the longest strike in the 
history of the steel industry. The 
strike was ended only after the 
Rev, Leo C, Brown, 8.J., acting as 
special representative of Secretary 
of Labor Lewis B. Schwellenbach, 
induced the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, District 9, 
which represented the strikers, to 
refer the issue to arbitration. 

While the machinists picketed 
the plant, the steel workers re- 
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spected their lines. At the end 
of May the company laid off sev- 
eral Fundred office and super- 
visory workers. The loss esti- 
mated by a company officer was 
$3,150,000 in wages and $9,750,000 
in sales 

In its ruling, the board held the 
company was a part of the basic 
stee] industry. As such, it said, it 
should not be singled out to pay 
premium rates for regular week- 
end work. It denied the union

WHETHER TO PUSH 
NEW PAY DEMANDS 


Meeting of 51 Key Offi- 
cers Will Review Eco- 
nomic Situation — Mine 
Union Issue to Be Faced 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP) 
-The 5] key men of the CIO and 
its member unions will determine 
today and tomorrow whether to 
press new wage demands to keep 
pace with living costs. 


The CIO's executive board is 
meeting to study what has been 
happening to the balance between 
wages and prices since all but the 
barest controls were lifted in Oc- 
tober, The Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics reports prices still are 
clinfbing. : 


In the five-month interval, or- 
ganized labor generally has called 
an unofficial “breathing spell” on 
pay demands. This has been due 
chiefly to the agitation in Con- 
gress against strikes and fear of 
legislative curbs on unions. 


The whole economic question 
will be reviewed at the two-day 
meeting of the CIO's top leader- 
ship, however. Officers said this 
will include a discussion of hous- 
ing shortages and continuation of 
rent control. 

Mine Union Dispute. 

Equally pressing at the moment 
so far as the CIO leadership is 
concerned is what to do about the 
controversy over charges of Com- 
munist leadership in the Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers’ Union. 
With a membership of nearly 100,- 
000, that union is torn with dissen- 
sion in Connecticut, some midwest 
and Rocky Mountain area locals. 


CIO President Philip Murray, 
who has met with leaders of both 
sides, has said he would place the 
issue before the full executive 
board.

HOLLYWOOD, March 13. 

HE Rev, Dr. Neal Dodd, pas- 

tor of Hollywood's St. Mary of 

the Angels Episcopal Church, 
is called Father Dodd by his con- 
gregation and padre by hundreds 
of his friends from coast to coast. 
Around the motion picture lots, 
though, the 67-year-old pastor has 
earned the sobriquet of “One-Take 
Dodd.” 


Father Dodd is justly proud of 
the title bestowed upon him by di- 
rectors and cameramen. In Holly- 
wood studio jargon a one-take guy 
is an actor who goes through his 
part without blowing a line or 
needing a second “take” of film to 
—— through the cameras. Actors 
who have worked in scenes with 
the pastor have frequently needed 
second .and third takes to get 
through a perfect scene—but never 
Father Dodd. He's just as letter- 
perfect on a movie set as he is 
on Sunday mornings when he 
steps before his flock with a well- 
prepared sermon. 7 


For Father Dodd is Hollywood’ 
“marrying parson”’—a man whose 
telephone number is prominent on 
the files of every casting director 
in town because of his unusual 
hobby of performing marriages on 
the screen. When there’s a wed- 
ding—with minister present—in 
the shooting script, the casting 
boys get hold of Father Dodd al- 
most as soon as they've found the 
leading man and lady. If the 
script calls for a hitching with 
someone else enacting the role of 


the minister, Father Dodd is usu- 


ally there anyway—just to see 
that things are done in the right 
manner and go off smoothly. 
For this extra-curricular work 
which Father Dodd regards ex- 
clusively as a hobby, he is paid 
the average wage of bit and char- 
acter players who are called in 
by the day. Slightly higher checks 


are handed him in cases where he 


serves both as an actor and tech- 
nical adviser on wedding scenes. 
Ecclesiastical salaries being what 
they are, the padre welcomes this 
occasional addition to the family 
funds which he has gained in the 
process of pursuing a hobby. 
Although there are other minis- 
ters in Hollywood who are occa- 
sionally called onto the movie sets 
for bits of technical advice, Father 
Dodd is the only clergyman who 
holds a card in the Screen Actors’ 


Guild, and—strangely enough for 
Hollywood—he plays a lot of the 
ministerial roles because movie 
people think of him as “just the 
type” to play a preacher.

ATHER DODD estimates that 
F he has performed more than 

300 screen “marriages” since 
the early 1920s when he was re- 
cruited from the sidelines on a 
movie set by Director Jimmy 
Cruze to see that Fatty Arbuckle 
was properly married to his lead- 
1 lady. Since that day, when the 
hobby began to take shape, he has 
joined together in the holy bonds 
of cinematic matrimony such per- 
sonages as Colleen Moore, Jean 
Harlow, Carole Lombard, Deanna 
Durbin, Ann Harding, Janet Gay- 
nor, Bing Crosby, Joan Caulfield, 
Loretta Young, Orson Welles, 
Errol Flynn, Olivia de Havilland, 
Melvyn Douglas, Claudette ee 
and Clark Gable, This last pair 
united in “It Happened One 
Night,” which he regards as his 
favorite picture and which, he ad- 
mits, is one of the few films in 
which he has seen himself on the 
screen,

Health in Raw Vegetables 


By William 


Brady, M. D. 


HE benefits derived from the 

habit or custom of eating raw 

vegetables as well as raw 
fruits are not sufficiently known 
to the public, I judge from the 
frequent inquiries I receive from 
readers. It seems that certain in- 
dividuals feel a craving for eating 
such raw vegetables as potatoes, 
carrots, turnips and the like, and 
worry about imaginary harm from 
indulging the ctaving. They 
should not worry. They should 
enjoy the raw vegetable to their 
heart’s content. 

Man is the only animal that 
cooks his food, And it is not so 
long ago, measured in terms of 
evolution, that he aquired the 
habit, There is therefore very 
little sound sense in the argument 
that man has become accustomed 
to cooked food and chnnot get 


‘along without cooking most of his 


food. 

I do not mean to advocate any 
fanatical or faddish dietary 
scheme. I want my meat very 
thoroughly cooked indeed, and I 
simply can't understand the taste 
which calls for underdone or rare 
meat, But I do wish, to adyocate 
a salad on more tables, and to 
assure the many misinformed 
people who like raw 1 4 but 
are afraid to eat em, that they 
should indulge such appetite for 
the benefit of health. 

There is a taboo against feeding 
raw vegetables or even raw fruits 
to children under four years of 
age, particularly in the summer 
time. I am not prepared to over- 
turn all the rulings laid down by 
the masters. about this. I should 
feed my own young children al- 
most every standard vegetable, 
but in only minute quantities at 
first and very carefully scraped 
or broken up and run through a 
coarse sieve to remove the coarser 
woody fiber which is not so read 
ily handled by the digestion of an 
infant. As for feeding very young 
children raw fruit, this too, is in 
my judgment a healthful and ad- 
visable practice, providing the 
fruit is thoroughly ripe and un- 
questionably clean. 

There are several reasons why 
we should eat more raw food. 
From: such sources we get the 
vitamins in their richest concen- 
tration. We need also the mineral 
matter, the mineral salts, which 
are furnished by raw foods, par-

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ticularly green stuff. Cooking ex- 
tracts and wastes considerable of 
this mineral food. We need the 
gentle natural stimulus to diges- 
tion and especially to intestinal 
digestion which the roughage, the 
cellulose, the indigestible woody 
fiber in raw vegetables and fruits 
gives us. 


Philadelphia Ice Cream 

You’ve probably heard of Phila- 
delphia ice cream”—it has come 
to be a Philadelphia specialty like 
scrgpple. Actually, it is the 
simplest form of ice cream, but 
ig' as smooth as butter. | 

It is one of the best of all to 
freeze in a mechanical refriger- 
ator, as it does not flake. 

Mix together 1% pints of heavy 
whipping cream, one cup rich 
milk, one and one-half cups sugar, 
a tablespoon vanilla or whatever 
flavor you like and one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt. Stir until sugar is dis- 
solved, then turn into tray to 
freeze, Don't stir it during the 
freezing process. 

Serve it with hot fudge sauce or 
any fruit sauce or similar dressing 
that you like, to make strawberry 
ice cream, just add two cups 
cleaned, crushed strawberries, 
juice and pulp, to the basic recipe.

Op- 
viously, declarer had no place to 
put dummy’s losing club and there- 
fore no chance for the slam con- 
tract. 

The fault for reaching this un- 
makeable slam must be attributed 
to North and North alone. Surely, 
after passing, South had every. 
right to bid two spades over one 
diamond, in view not only of his 
excellent diamond fit, but of the 
fact that he held two aces and a 
hand in general that had been 
just short of opening-bid require- 
ments. Thus, he was not “lying” 
to his partner in any way, aside 
from the inconsequential implica- 
tin that his spade suit was longer 
than it was. 

North, on the other hand, bid 
too strongly for his honor-trick 
holding. True, after South re- 
sponded with two spades, North 
could envisage a game in spades, 
but that did not mean that he was 
entitled to bid that game in one 
fell swoop. What was the hurry? 
He could bid three spades with 
the assurance that his partner, 
who had already jumped, would 
not drop the bidding, and since 
North held only one ace among 
his values, he should have taken 
that slower course in the sole in- 
terest of not inciting a slam. The 
jump to four spades in this case 
meant more than the mere mes 
sage, “Partner, I think we can 
make four spades.”

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Preferred by leading clubs, 


hotels and fine restaurants 


take no notice whatever of the 
Standard American pronunciation, 
eh-FED-rin, the one sanctioning 
‘only EF-uh-drin, and the other 
EF-uh-dreen. 

Now this leaves us ordinary 
people out on a limb. How are 
we to determine which of the 
three pronunciations is best usage? 

‘Well, there is my recommenda- 
tion which I have made before, 
and which I shall continue to offer 
as the best way to arrive at a 
sensible conclusion: 

When a word has two or more 
sanctioned pronunciations, use the 
one which is customary among the 
people as a whole, regardless of 
whether the dictionaries list that 
pronunciation as first, second, or 
third choice. 

In the case of ephedrine, the de- 
cision is easy to mak; for the pro- 
nunciation that prevails through- 
out the country is: eh-FED-rin. 

That eh-FED-rin may not be 
customary in chemical laboratories 
is beside the point. We average 
Americans should always shun the 
unfamiliar or too-learned pronun- 
ciations lest they act as stoplights 
of speech, or appear to be affecta- 
tions. Correct speech is never 
poe up, artificial, or preten- 

ous,

Chicken Pie 


Four- or five-pound fowl, one 
stalk celery, two cloves, four 
small onions, two carrots, cut in 
fairly large pieces, one pound peas, 
four potatoes, cut in balls with

then strain. Melt butter or mar- 
garine, blend in flour and egg 
yolks slightly beaten and mixed 
with the cream, reserving two 
tablespoons of egg mixture. Cook, 
stirring constantly until thickened. 
Season. Saute mushrooms and 
add with the chicken which has 
been cut from bones and left in 
fairly large pieces. Add other veg- 
etables. Place in a casserole and 
top with pie crust. Slit the top of 
the dough before baking to allow 
steam to escape, Brush lightly 
with the reserved egg-cream mix- 
ture. Bake in a hot oven, 450 
degrees, for 15 minutes, then re- 
duce heat to 350 degrees and bake 
15 minutes longer. Use the minced
